Majesty's deep sorrow that owing to 
his serious illness the coronation cere- 
mony must be postponed. 
The cele- 


brations in London will be in conse- 
quence likewise postponed, but it is 
the king's earnest hope that the cele- 
brations in the country shall be held 
as arranged."

SHIP BUILDING IN OAKLAND. 


The 
shipbuilding industry around 


the harbor basin of Oakland is making 
this city known far and -wide. Wher- 
ever the keels laid here dip in distant 
i-eas 
the name of Oakland 
becomes 


known, -and this harbor is advertised 
as the seat of a great industry. 
The 


magnitude and 
rapid growth of ship- 


building in Oakland has not until re- 
cently attracted outside attention, but 
now that it is being noised abroad this 
city is coming in for some invaluable 
advertising. 


An example of how the growth 
of 


.shipbuilding here is drawing favorable 
attention to Oakland is furnished by 
today's 
issue, 
of 
the ^an Francisco 


Chronicle, which prints an illustrated 
article descriptive of the various ship- 
yards on the harbor front. 
This shows 


that 
Oakland is the greatest wooden 


shipbuilding port on the Pacific Coast 
at present, and that the business 
of 


building shins here is rapidly expand- 
ing. 
It is only a question 
of 
time 


when steei and iron ships will also be 
built here, for this harbor affords ad- 
vantages that cannot be formed else- 
where on San Francisco bay. 


At the present time there are four- 


teen vessels under contract and on the 
stocks in the Oakland yards, ag-gregat- 
ing a total cost of $1,357,000. I^ast year 
seven -vessels were completed at a cost 
of over three quarters of a million. Ev- 
ery yard is overrun with work, and 
each one is expanding its business and 
enlarging 
its 
facilities. 'The largest 


yard 
on the harbor began operations 


only two years ago, and another one 
has 
recently been established which 


promises to become second to none. 


Tile 
shipbuilding on the harbor is 


entirely 
distinct from the ferryboat 


construction 
and 
repairing 
of the 


Southern Pacific. 
That company has 


a ship-yard ot its own, which it.is now 
enlarging. 
and 
it builds and recon- 


structs Its own ferryboats, of

it: owns a regular fleet.
